D. Sanderson of

College appeared before the Governor 
and council in Concord on Wednes- 
day. 
The meeting was almost en- 


tirely devoted 'to tbe 
insect 
pest 


.problem and to discussions of 
the 


best, methods of expending the state 
appropriation of $25,000. 


The exiperts clearly outlined, 
the 


situation , in 
New; Hampshire 
and 


sketched the progress of the 
"war 


against the pests In Massachusetts. 
Several .men with plans1 Tor the ex 
termination of the Insects were also 
heard.-,

Mr. Rogers told where the moths 


are most plentiful. 
Since last Sum 


mer, except when the'snow was too 
deep for wortr, fifteen government 
expert^ have 
been searching for 


gyipsy moths- in 
the 
southeastern 


part of this state. In twenty-five out 
of twenty-six towns visited in Rock- 
ingham, .Strafford 
and Hillsborough 


counties, gypsy- moths 'were found, 
but there was no trace of them in 
the other bounties. 
\ 


Concord isi absolutely free of this 


pest and Manchester nearly so. Rye, 
Hampton and1 
Seabrook, 
are 
the 


towns most/seriously threatened^ al- 
though there are gypsy moths in all 
•the towns of this immediate vicinity. 
In Rye alone, 1,500 trees are infested, 
conditions there being worse than in 
any other town in the state. On one 
tree in Rye 1'5'4 nests were found . 


A -map has been .made showing all 


the infested towns and every infest- 
ed tree. 


Mr. Rogers thought that the en- 


ftorcenient'Of the new state law would 
result -in the .ultimate extermination 
of the -brown-tail 
moths. 
In 
his 


opinion, the entire state appropria- 
tion should1 be expended in ' fighting 
the gypsy' moths and he suggested 


burlapping all infested trees. 
Ex- 


perienced men should; do the 'work, 
he insisted., 
The 
employment of 


school toys was frowned upon. 


(Prof. Sanderson seconded the sug- 


gestions of Mr. Rogers., 


The Governor and, council voted to 


adopt the burlapping method and to 
enter upon a contract -with a Boston 
firm. The work will "be started, at 
once and the cooperation of property 
owner® is urged.

HIGHER DAILY STIPENDS 


Portsmouth carpenters 
are to re- 


ceive an advance in wages; that Is, 
their wages will be increased if they 
are first class carpenters, otherwise 
they will bo forced to work for the 
old wages, which have been in force 
for four years. 


At the last meeting of the Master 


Builders' Association, the request Of 
the carpenters for higher wages was 
very fully considered' and it was de- 
cided that, all things considered, the 
request was one which 
should be 


granted. 


The 
master . builders, 
however, 


were unwilling to grant 
an 
indis- 


criminate advance. In the case of 
men. who are Hot experts 
at 
their 


trade, the Opinion was advanced that 
the old wages were sufficiently high. 
Strictly 'first class Carpenters, haw- 
ever, win receive more money, their 
wages being advanced from ?2.50 to 
?2.75 a day. 


The masons 
of 
Portsmouth 
will 


also receive more money .in.-future.- 
Heretofore, they have 
worked 
for 


$3.65 a day, but on May 1 .they an- 
nounced that hereafter 
those 
who 


employ them will be forced to pay 
$4:00 for their services. 
It happens 


that the masons are so thoroughly 
unionized that there *(vas nothing to 
do but accept the ultimatum and pay 
the wages demanded.. 


To this demand of the masons was 


in a great measure due the willing- 
ness of the master builders to grant 
the request of 
the 
carpenters. 
It 


was felt that it would not be fair to 
require the carpenters to work at tho 
old figures, in view of the advance 
given, perforce, to the masons. 


In the past, in exceptional 
cases, 


carpenters have been paid 
$2.75 a 


day, and even more, but 
the 
men 


given these exceptional wages were 
those regarded as especially valua- 
ble to their employers. 
The ^recog- 


nized rate for a first class man has 
been J2.50 a day.

There Is no structure left by prehis- 


toric man, on. this continent, at least, 
so vast and showing such foresight 
and skill as are to be found at' Fort 
Ancient, on the Miami river, in Ohio. 


The embankments making up Fort 


Ancient seem to have been made to 
form several distinct divisions. There 
is, first, the new fort, lying north of a 
narrow isthmus, the great gateway di- 
viding the mounds at the south end 
of -that passage, the crescent gate, 
formed by the wing walls and the mid- 
dle fort, an area inclosed by a sickle- 
shaped gateway. 
The total distance 


around these earthworks is not less 
than 18,712 feet, although a bee line 
from the east to the west end meas- 
ures just 993. 
' 


Statistics, however, are both tiring 


and 
non-communicative. 
You 
ride 


from the village up a steep hill, through 
the forest, to the knoll on which stands 
the fort. An osage hedge has been set 
around the place, bearing the simple 
words "Fort Ancient." 
You take a 


path leading down through a well-de- 
fined system of mounds, dotted over 
with ancient beech trees. Beyond, the 
meadow gives place to denser forest, 
and in this all attempt at tracing the 
plan of the mounds seems futile. They 
wind and turn, and writhe and twist, 
beyond tracing, by any save the anti- 
quarian. 
Sightseers for the most part, 


here, are picnickers, and for their 
benefit the Ohio Historical and Arch- 
aeological society has erected a frame 
shelter house among these, "For use, 
not abuse." 
This very forest seems 


hedged in with primitive walls, follow- 
ing the line of ravines, and separating 
it from pasture lands beyond. 


One wonders the purpose of all these 


earthworks. None is better'fitted to 
speak on this subject than he who ex- 
plored them best, Prof. Moorehead, of 
Saranac Lake, N. Y. 


"B-ort Ancient," he says, "is consid- 


ered to have been erected for purely 
defensive purposes, and not as used 
for residence for any great length of 
time. Its connection with the Scioto 
valley earthworks is to be doubted, 
and it seems to occupy a rather iso- 
lated position. J have always, there- 
fore, thought that the village folk of 
ancient Madisonville used the fort as 
a common rendezvous. Possibly they 
came in 
from 
as far as 
Aurora, 


Inda, AlexanderuvIIle, Foster's, Mil- 
ford, southern Brown county and tho 
mouth of the Great Miami, at all of 
which places there were earthworks. 
TJie fort is believed to have been erect- 
ed by the Shorthead or Southern peo- 
ple."

beasts do all they can to make the 
life of the farmer and orchardist mis- 
erable. 
They eat up the crops in 


summer and ruin the fruit trees in 
winter, so that it has come to be -a 
question as to whether homesteaders 
or prairie dog shall possess the fall- 
acres. 


Three years ago a 
systemalic or- 


ganization of 
tho 
homsteaders was 


formed, and during the 
years since 


then there has been a relentless war 
waged upon tho little creatures, look- 
ing to their complete extermination. 
In one vicinity three tons of poison 
wore used in a single season, and a 
similar amount will be fed out this 
year. 


The campaign has been carried even 


into the Texas and Oklahoma legisla- 
tures, whore .bills have been passed 
providing for the placing of bounty on 
scalps. 
In the Oklahoma legislature 


such a bill was passed in 1905 through 
tho 
efforts of 
Representative Tom 


Robinson of Grecr county. 
It gives 


the township trustees the 
power 
to 


authorize a levy by the county com- 
missioners, the fund to be 
used 
In 


bounties. The operation of this law, 
which is similar to the Texas statute, 
has boon successful In several portions 
of this locality. 


It has been found by tho homestead- 


ers that the only way In which results 
can be obtained is to carry on a cam- 
paign over-a considerable territory at 
tho siime time, as the dogs, if driven 
out of one locality, will merely movo 
to another "town." The little animals 
migrate frequently and often appear 
suddenly In large numbers in locali- 
ties whore they had not been soon be- 
fore in many years.
